A month 
Was required to get the ad placed, 
since this publication is published 
only monthly. Gity councilmen 
allowed about two ‘weeks after 
publication of the ad for applica- 
tions to come in, then the screen- 
ing process was started on the 17 
applications that had been receiv- 
ed from four states. 

PREVIOUSLY, COUNCILMEN 
had set up a general idea of the 
type of man wanted: A ‘man 
trained in public administration ; 
a man with at least a working 
knowledge of civil engineering; a 
man with the ability to work with 
department heads, the council, and 
the people of the community; a 
man who had actual city manager 
experience in a city or cities of 
Porterville’s size, or larger; or 
possibly a man with training and 
experience as an assistant city 
manager in a large city. 

‘ FIRST STEP in actual selection 
was to pick, on a basis of written 
applications, the men who Porter-. 

wville city councilmen considered 
the top applicants. Following this 
move, seven applicants were asked 
to come, and did come, to Porter- 
ville for personal interviews with 
the council.
